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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are pending as amended 1/31/06 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1.5.6 are reiected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated bv Chan et al 
(US 2004/0053422). 

Claim 1 : Chan teaches in figures 4 a-c and 5 a-c, plurality of filtering channel 
structures each having a first through hole (41 OA/51 OA), first concave portion connected 
to the through hole (402A, with the channels extending therefrom define concave 
portions; channel straddling 402 A define first channel portions opposite each-other), 
first openings having widths sufficient to filter blood cells are the pores of the membrane 
covering the concave portions 402A. 

Plurality of through channel structures are represented by the subsequent 
sections B,C, etc. Second through hole -41 OB. Second channel portion with plurality 
of channels - the two channels straddling 4028. Second opening with width smaller 
than the first openings - pores of the membrane on 4028. Regarding the second width 
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smaller than the first width: see paragraph 24 and 27, wherein the porosities are taught 
as being tailorable to suit the need of filtration etc, and in decreasing order. 

The limitation, -for filtering blood cells" is intended use. A claim containing a 
"recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the 
prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987) 

Claim 5: material used comprises silicon - see paragraph 28. 

Claim 6: array - see figures. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by. or in the 
alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over. Chan et al (US 
2004/0053422). 

Anode joint is a process step of making the microfilter, and is not patentable. 
"[EJven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964. 966 (Fed. CIr. 1985). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 7 is reiected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chan'422 as 

applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Koehler et al (US 6.814,859). 

Claim 7 differs from the teaching of Chan in the recitation of "... each first 

channel portion includes a plurality of channels Chan teaches only one channel in 

each channel portion in the first or subsequent concave portions. However, providing 

plurality of parallel channels is commonly used in microfluidic systems for processing 

plurality of samples, as seen in the reference Koehler (see figure 1A, 2, 3A, etc.); one 

would replicate the channels in Chan to make plurality of parallel channels to process 

multiple samples. Also making plural channels is only replication of the channels in the 

Chan reference; mere duplication of parts has no patentable significance unless a new 

and unexpected result is produced: In re Harza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 

1960).).
